To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  in  the  County  of  Merrimack 
in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  The  Town  House  in  said  Pittsfield 
on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  of  day  March,  next  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article     L.     To  choose  all  necessary  Town   Officers  for  the  year 

ensuing). 

Article  2.  To  liaise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of 
the  same. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $175.00  the  estimate  cost  of  having  the  State  Tax  Commission  audit 
the  Town  Books. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  taken 
March  14,  1950  which  established  the  Tax  Collector's  salary  at  one  per 
cent  of  the  first  $100,000  collected  and  one  half  of  one  per  dent  of  the 
balance. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  Tax  Collector 
one  per  cent  of  all  taxes  collected. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $40,000  for  the  purpose  of  reconstructing  and  surfacing  cer- 
tain roads  in  the  Town. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  issuance  of  not 
exceeding  $40,000  in  serial  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  reconstructing  and 
surfacing  certain  roads  in  the  Town,  said  bonds  to  be  issued  under  and 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  72  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
and  any  amendments  thereto  and  revisions  thereof,  and  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment  and 
rate  of  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  the 
issuance  thereof.

The  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  town  road  improvement  program 
is  about  $145,000.  No  brief  is  held  for  the  accuracy  of  the  estimates. 
They  are  purely  guesswork  and  represent  the  best  opinion  of  your  select- 
mem. 

The  Board  considers  it  impractical  at  this  time  to  bond  the  town  for 
the  completion  of  this  network  and  will  oppose  bonding  in  an  amount 
greater  than  thirty  or  forty  thousand.  Listed  herewith  are  a  selected 
group  of  projects,  listed  in  accordance  with  their  priority  of  need,  from 
which  the  voters,  if  favorably  inclined,  can  match  their  desires  against 
their  purse. 

Legislation  will  be  introduced  at  this  session  of  the  General  Court 
which,  if  passed,  will  permit  a  town  to  use  up  to  five  consecutive  years 
TRA  money  towards  retirement  of  bonds  of  this  kind.  Even  if  passed 
your  Board  does  not  feel  that  Pittsfield  should  avail  itself  of  the  privilege, 
but  rather  that  TRA  should  be  used  each  year  as  available  toward  the 
completion  of  the  network  selected  for  permanent  improvement.  The 
bond  issue  would  then  be  a  shot  in  the  arm  to  get  the  program  started 
and  give  us  a  few  miles  of  road  we  could  use  while  we  were  paying  for 
them. 

Let  us  suppose  $40,000  in  bonds  were  issued  to  be  retired  in  ten 
years.  During  this  period  $45,000  to  $50,000  in  TRA  funds  would  be  avail- 
able. Together  they  would  allow  completion  of  about  55%  to  60%  of  the 
network  marked  for  permanent  improvement. 

If  during  this  ten  year  period  we  continue  to  raise  $10,000  a  year 
for  summer  maintenance  some  improvement  will  accrue  to  the  balance 


of  our  Class  5  system  not  marked  for  permanent  improvement.  During 
1952,  the  first  year  we  raised  810,000  for  summer  maintenance,  gravel 
patches  were  applied  to  Thompson  Road,  the  road  from  107  to  the  old 
Raymond  place,  the  South  Pittsfield  Road,  the  Upper  City  Road,  the  road 
to  the  old  Daroska  place,  the  Gilmanton  Road,  Leavitt  Road,  Ingalls  Road 
and  Colony  Road,  and  Lily  Lake  Road,  Smith  street  and  Berry  Pona  Road. 

If  in  fifteen  years  the  network  marked  for  permanent  Improvement 
were  completed  the  cost  of  tarring  it  every  other  year  would  change  from 
about  $4,500  now  to  about  $14,000.  Another  fact  we  sould  not  forget 
is  that  in  fifteen  years  the  black  roads  we  are  now  enjoying  will  be  in 
need  of  some  heavy  maintenance  if  not  reconstruction.  The  only  things 
permanent  are  death  and  taxes.

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March  1952  an  appropriation 
of  $3,000,  including-  $500  for  the  repairing  of  the  roof,  was 
granted — this  project  was  completed  during!  the  summer,  which 
included  not  only  the  reshingling  of  the  roof  but  also  repairs 
to  the  chimney.

We  are  most  fortunate  this  year  to  announce  to  the  town  the 
completion  of  an  added  room  to  the  library  (to  be  known  as,  the 
Frank  S.  Jenkins  Memorial  Room). 

Over  a  year  ago  Mrs.  Arthur  Jenkins  of  Rochester,  N.  H., 
approached  the  board  for  suggestions  with  reference  to  a  mem- 
orial, for  Frank  S.  Jenkins,  so  long  associated  with  the  library, 
which  she  desired  to  give  in  the  name  of  her  late  husband 
Arthur  E.  Jenkins. 

The  board  feels  that  Mrs.  Jenkins  has  more  than  attained 
that  end  in  completing  a  beautiful  and  an  attractive  room, 
finished  in  natural  knotty  pine,  with  soft  green  walls  and  con- 
trasting; green  tile  flooring.  It  is  illuminated  with  the  newest 
dourescent  lights. 

This  room  is  not  to  be  a  permanent  historical  room  but  upon 
discretion  of  the  board  a  plan  will  be  devised  whereby  exhibits 
may  be  allowed  for  a  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  one  month. 

The  room  is  also  to  be  used  for  cultural,  civic,  and  group 
meetings  upon  approval  of  the  board.  However,  until  the  board 
can  acquire  the  necessary  furnishings  it  cannot  grant  its  use 
for  this  purpose. 

In  behalf  of  the  town,  the  present  board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Josiah  Carpenter  Library  offers  its  grateful  appreciation  for  the 
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Frank  S.  Jenkins  Memorial  Room,  which  enlarges  the  useful- 
ness of  the  library  in  the  community  so  that  here,  in  various 
ways,  growth  of  ideals  and  moral  standards  may  continue  to 
strive. 

We  are  asking  for  an  increased  appropriation  of  $500 — with 
this  we  hope  to  be  able  to  paint  the  exterior  of  the  library,  as 
well  as  get  some  furnishings  for  the  new  room,  construct  a  walk- 
way from  the  back  entrance  of  the  library  to  the  Dustin  right

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REPORT  OF  POLICE   DEPARTMENT 


Occurrences  during  the  year  1952  required  considerably  more 
activity  in  the  Police  Department  than  during-  1951.  There  was 
a  notable  increase  in  civic  activities  requiring  attendance,  not 
only  of  regular  officers,  but  also  one  or  more  special  officers. 
Since  the  increased  appropriation  for  police  for  1952  was  only 
sufficient  to  meet  the  increased  salary  payments  to  the  chief  and 
one  regular  officer  it  became  apparent  early  in  October  that 
expenses  were  likely  to  exceed  the  appropriation.  At  that  time 
both  regular  officers  volunteered  to  accept  a  Five  Dollar  per 
month  reduction  in  salary  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  in  order 
to  provide  for  a  much  needed  article  of  uniform.  However,  sub- 
sequent activities,  which  could  not  be  foreseen  at  the  time,  neces- 
sitated expenditures  which  resulted  in  an  overdraft.  Every 
effort  was  made  to  keep  this  overdraft  to  a  minimum. 

Policing  the  January  and  July  4th  carnivals  constitutes  the 
major  portion  of  expense  incurred  for  special  officers.  Contrary 
to  the  belief  which  has  been  expressed  by  some  persons,  special 
officers  employed  because  of  absence  of  the  regular  officer  on 
duty  at  the  time  have  been  paid  by  the  absentee  and  not  by  the 
town.  This  practice  has  been  in  effect  since  the  undersigned  has 
been  a  member  of  the  police  department. 

During  the  year  an  officer  has  been  present  at  all  activities 
where  attendance  of  a  police  officer  was  required.  All  complaints 
made  to  police  have  been  investigated  and  in  most  cases  have 
been  brought  to  satisfactory  conclusion  with  court  action  being 
taken  when  necessary.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Due  to  heavy  lumber  operations  our  town  has  many  acres  of 
slash  and  faces  a  real  forest  fire  problem. 

To  meet  is  successfully  we  need  the  cooperation  of  all  to  help 
prevent  forest  fires. 

Use  precaution  while  burning-  in  or  near  woodlands. 

Be  sure  to  get  a  permit  from  your  local  warden  for  all  outdoor 
fires.  This  includes  incinerators  and  fireplaces. 

Do  not  throw  lighted  material  from  vehicles  moving  along  the 
highways. 

Remember  the  fire  you  prevent  might  be  one  which  could  burn 
your  property  and  damage  the  community. 

May  we   continue  to   have   the   same  cooperation  to  prevent 
forest  fires  that  we  have  had  in  the  past. 

Fires  are  costly.  Do  not  burn.

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FIRE  AND  POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEM 
Report  For  1952 


The  Police  Signal  System  has  operated  perfectly  this  past 
year,  and  has  fully  warranted  it's  installation  and  usefullness. 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  transmitted  35  box  alarms;  of 
which  7  were  from  street  boxes  including  three  false,  malicious 
alarms.  Fortunately  there  were  no  fires  while  the  apparatus 
was  responding;  and  no  accidents  to  either  the  men  or  equip- 
ment. 

There  was  one  street  box  failure,  of  a  sixty-year-old  box, 
due  to  mechanical  seasons.  These  old  boxes  should  be  replaced; 
as  they  have  no  lightening  or  other  heavy  current  protection, 
and  can  easily  be  burned  out  if  such  excessive  currents  nit  the 
fire  alarm  wires.  It  has  been  recommended  that  one  old  box  be 
replaced  this  year,  as  it  is  in  bad  condition 

As  previously  recommended,  three  additional  street  boxes 
should  be  installed  to  properly  cover  areas  where  there  are 
none.  Also,  later,  considerable  old,  copper  wire  should  be  re- 
placed, as  it  has  been  in  use  some  sixty  years,  and  has  become 
so  brittle  that  it  breaks  easily. 

Our  High  School  heating  system  now  has  an  oil  burner. 
There  is  always  a  possibility  of  some  failure  in  any  oil  burner. 
And  if  this  one  should  fail  while  the  school  building  is  unat- 
tended at  night,  there  could  be  a  freeze  up  of  the  hot  water 
system,  resulting  in  great  damage.  Consideration  is  being  given 
to  installing  an  alarm  unit,  which  would,  through  a  quite  simple 
connection  with  the  school  fire  alarm  box,  immediately  secure 
prompt  attention  to  such  failure.  Or  to  a  possible  fire  resulting 
from  the  burner  flooding  and  causing  a  fire.  Notifying  the  Fire 
Department  is  the  only  inexpensive,  satisfactory  method  of 
caring  for  this  problem. 

As  you  have  brobably  read  in  the  Valley  Times,  our  local 
Telephone  system  is  to  be  changed  to  a  Dial  system  early  in 
1954.  As  previously  called  to  your  attention  there  will  be  no 
telephone  operators  in  Pittsfield.  The  nearest  ones  will  be  in 
Concord.  And  now,  in  place  of  the  free,  efficient  service  rendered 
by  the  Telephone  Company  in  these  many  past  years,  we  will 
have  to  make  paid  for,  private  arrangements  to  handle  our  fire 
and  police  calls.  And  we  must  attempt  to  give  as  prompt  satis- 
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factory  service.  Planning*  must  go  on  from  now.  For  the  Tele- 
phone Company  has  to  include  some  special  equipment  in  the 
new  Dial  system  to  operate  certain  types  of  such  service. 

There  are  no  public  places  available  for  this  service,  and  in 
such  places  as  garages  or  factories,  there  would  not  be  an  at- 
tendant available  at  all  times.  What  we  desire  to  do  is  to  in- 
stall the  present  alarm  transmission  equipment  we  now  have, 
in  a  private  home,  amd  make  suitable  payment  arrangements 
to  continuously  attend  tc  these  services.  We  would  request 
that  any  family  that  might  be  interested  in  attending  to  these 
services,  talk  with  the  Firwards,  or  myself.  Such  a  family 
should  be  located  within  V2  mile  of  the  Fire  Station,  due  to 
satisfactory  wiring!  connections. 

If  anyone  is  interested  in  such  care,  we  would  request  con- 
tacting us  as  soon  as  possible,  as  we  must  make  known  our  plans 
to  the  Telephone  Company. 

I  wish  to  thank  each  and  all  of  those  who  have  assisted  in 
the  operation  and  maintainance  of  these  two  warning  and  pro- 
tective services  during  the  past  years.  Such  services  have  been 
of  great  benefit  to  the  Town,  and  deserve  the  thanks  of  our 
residents.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Team  Work  Will  Do  The  Job  ! 

Team  work  has  won  victories  from  time  immemorial — for 
families,  towns,  cities,  states  and  nations.  Team  work  is  the 
highest  form  and  most  democratic  example  of  cooperation. 
Without  team  work,  America  and  Americans  would  never  have 
achieved  the  greatness  that  is  theirs.  We  are  all  aware  of  its 
power  and  appeal.  It  is  no  lesis  needed  now  than  in  the  past 

Team  work  among  those  who  live,  work  and  recreate  in 
and  near  the  woodlands,  is  vital.  There  never  was  a  time  when 
our  woodlands  as  a  whole  were  in  such  precarious  condition  as 
they  are  now. 
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Since  the  hurricane,  nearly  900,000  acres  of  slash  ha\e  been 
added  to  our  already  sizable  slash  problem.  If  we  are  to  avoid 
unnecessary  trouble  with  fire  in  our  woodland  areas  everyone 
must  cooperate— we  must  have  team  work.  The  remedy  is 
simple — 

YOU  and  YOU  and  You  and  You 

MUST  secure  the  required  permit  from  your  local  forest 

fire  warden  before   burning. 
MUST  use  necessary  precautions  while  burning-  or  smoking 

in  or  near  woodlands. 
MUST   not   throw  lighted   cigars,    cigarettes   and  matches 

from  vehicles  moving  along  highways. 
Otherwise    YOU   might    well    contribute    to    a    costly    and 
damaging  fire.  And  don't  forget  that  fire  might   destroy  your 
own  property! 

REMEMBER— Only  YOU  and  YOU  and  YOU  can  prevent 
fire!

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FORESTRY  COMMITTEE 

For  Year  1952 


The  Town  of  Pittsfield  owns  five  separate  tracts  of  forest 
land  containing*  in  all  approximately  120  acres,  these  are  to  wit: 
the  Dr.  F.  H.  Sargtent  tract,  the  Dustin-Barker  tract,  the  Pest 
House  tract,  the  F.  P.  Green  tract,  and  the  Lane-Hartweel  tract. 
On  the  first  four  mentioned  tracts  there  have  been  set  43,700 
pine  transplants.  There  is  at  this  time  a  worth  while  stand  of 
fast  growing  pine  on  these  lots,  that  a  vast  improvement  is 
apparent  where  the  trees  have  been  pruned;  and  further  that 
Blister  Rust  is  taking  a  heavy  toll  of  our  pines  on  the  Dustm- 
Barker  tract.  (Please  do  not  say  that  this  is  not  so  until  you  go 
look). 

Tract  number  five,  the  Lane-Hartwell  tract,  of  fifty  acres  is 
well  covered  with  a  glood  growth  of  Pine,  Spruce,  Hemlock,  and 
Hard  Wood,  while  this  is  a  growing  lot,  there  is  a  lot  of  good 
sized  growth. 

The  only  money  appropriated  in  1952  for  the  forestry  program 
however,  was  the  $400.00  Blister  Rust  Control  appropriation, 
this  amount  was  combined  with  the  State  fund  and  used  for 
that  purpose. 

Recommendations 

That  Moth  Extermination   (Blister  Rust)   be  continued. 

The  trees  on  the  first  four  mentioned  tracts  should  be  pruned 
for  the  reason:  First,  to  promote  faster  growth;  Second,  to 
improve  the  quality  of  the  lumber  to  be  cut  in  the  future  years; 
Third,  if  the  lower  branches  were  removed  it  would  stop  a  lot 
of  inoculation  by  the  spore  from  the  currant  and  gooseberry 
bushes,  that  causes  Blister  Rust.  (We  ask  you,  this  being  the 
fact,  is  it  not  worth  while  to  prune  our  pines). 

Lot  number  five:  The  bounds  should  be  established,  and  lot 
looked  over  and  a  price  placed  on  it. 

Your  committee  has  been  on  this  lot,  but  did  not  know  where 
the  bounds  were.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  TREE  WARDEN 


The  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  was  allocated  at  the  1952 
town  meeting  to  protect  and  improve  Pittsfield  shade  trees.  The 
care  of  these  trees  was  entrusted  10  your  tree  warden.  While 
pursuing-  this  work  counsel  has  been  taken  with  the  State  Fores- 
ter and  the  board  of  Selectmen  and  suggestions  that  were  in 
best  interest  of  the  Town  have  been  acted  upon,  as  far  as  funds 
would  allow,  and  help  could  be  employed. 

All  of  the  trees  within  the  village  limits  incuding  those  within 
confines  of  the  parks,  school  yards  and  cemeteries,  have  been 
sprayed  twice  and  the  Elms  had  a  third  spray  in  early  spring. 

There  has  been  two  old  trees  removed  on  account  of  age,  there 
have  been  six  small  trees  set  out,  there  have  been  a  number  of 
trees  repaired  that  were  split,  and  some  dead  wood  removed  from 
some  of  the  trees,  and  some  of  the  trees  repaired  and  painted, 
the  young  trees  have  been  fertilized,  painted  and  cared  for,  there 
lias  been  373  small  trees  set  since  1925,  one  of  the  five  spruce 
trees  set  in  the  Park  is  living  and  looking  well,  one  of  the  spruce 
that  was  doing  well  was  broken  off. 


Recommendations 


Everyone  knows  it  is  impossible  to  destroy  all  of  the  insects 
in  any  one  year,  altho  there  were  a  lot  destroyed  as  is  evident 
by  a  comparison  of  Pittsfield's  trees  with  trees  in  towns  not 
sprayed.  The  undersigned  believes  that  if  we  want  to  save  our 
trees  they  should  be  sprayed  three  times  in  1953.  The  elm  should 
be  given  a  dormant  spray  in  the  spring,  and  all  trees  in  May 
and  the  elm  aglain  in  August,  there  should  be  some  old  trees 
removed,  there  should  be  some  young  trees  set  out,  and  a  lot  of 
dead  wood  removed,  and  a  number  of  trees  should  be  braced  if 
we  want  to  save  our  trees. 

Our  trees  are  honorable  Citizens  let  us  respect  them  as  »uch. 

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE  IS  COMING  CLOSER,  are  we  going 
to  try  to  save  our  elm,  or  are  we  going  to  spend  a  lot  of  money 
in  removing  dead  trees? 

When  we  plant  and  care  for  trees  let  us  trust  that  we  are 
planting  ourselves  to  be  remembered,  for  the  benefit  of  our  town.

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(b)  Report  of  the  Superintendent 

During  the  past  half  century  of  turmoil  and  change,  the 
values  of  our  American  educational  system  have  been  apparent 
to  all  thinking  citizens.  Leaders  of  our  past  and  present  have 
expressed  their  faith  in  a  public  school  system.  Presidents 
Washington,  Lincoln,  Roosevelt,  and  now  Eisenhower  have 
made  statements  of  its  prominence  among  the  important  in- 
stitutions of  the  free  American  society. 

Perhaps  some  foreign  leaders  have  recognized  it  possibili- 
ties more  fully  than  we.  They  continue  to  use  it  as  a  device  to 
twist  minds,  spread  untruths,  and  promote  isms  that  benefit 
the  few  at  the  expense  of  the  many. 

In  our  democracy,  the  ideals  of  life,  liberty,  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness  are  brought  closer  to  realization  by  means 
of  the  free  public  school.  As  we  govern  ourselves,  better  con- 
ditions for  all  of  our  peoples  depends  upon  a  constantly  im- 
proving citizenry.  Our  schools  are  generally  recognized  as  the 
best  means  to  promote  this  improvement,  and  are  deserving  of 
continued  public  belief  and  confidence. 

Through  occasional  weaknesses  are  observed,  and  slurs 
are  cast,  our  free  public  schools  continue  to  survive  political 
and  economic  emergencies,  and  wars.  We  constantly  seek  to 
improve  as  new  methods  are  devised,  and  new  needs  of  the 
children  are  demonstrated. 

I  want  to  include  a  brief  word  in  this  annual  report  of  my 
real  joy  and  pleasure  in  being  selected  to  serve  you  as  superin- 
tendent. Particularly  is  it  gratifying  to  return  to  the  area  where 
I  previously  worked  for  eight  years  as  teacher,  coach,  and 
principal.  You  have  intrusted  me  with  increased  responsibili- 
ties. In  fulfilling  my  duties  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  ener- 
gies, I  shall  place  foremost  the  welfare  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

Teachers 

The  one  factor  in  any  school  that  contributes  most  to 
success  or  failure  is  the  quality  of  the  teaching.  Your  schoo] 
board  and  superintendent  were  faced  with  what  seemed  to  be 
a  desperate  situation  in  filling  all  the  vacancies  in  a  very  short 
time.  Six  new  elementary  or  junior  high  school  teachers,  and 
nine  new  high  school  teachers  were  employed.  The  problem  of 
finding  homes  for  teachers  with  families  added  to  the  difficulty. 
Some  good  candidates  rejected  contracts  because  of  this  and 
some  of  those  employed  still  commute  from  out  of  town. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  group  of  experienced  and 
capable  elementary  teachers  who  give  stability  and  quality  to 
the  elementary  staff.  Many  of  our  new  teachers  have  years  of 
successful  experience  in  other  communities.  Our  inexperienced 
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staff    members    have    generally   good    college    records   and    the 
necessary  educational  requirements. 

There  are  ways  in  which  we  can  improve  our  curriculum. 
I  emphasize,  however,  that  we  need  to  maintain  a  more  stable 
teacher  situation  if  we  are  to  work  out  together  these  improve- 
ments. The  friendliness  of  the  community  and  a  reasonably 
good  salary  schedule  encourage  teachers  to  remain  three  or 
more  years.  We  can  utilize  their  best  efforts  for  the  benefit  of 
our  children. 

Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  this  year  is  500  pupils.  This  is  a  few  less 
than  anticipated,  particularly  in  high  school.  A  very  pleasant 
teaching  load  exists  in  the  elementary  grades.  The  enrollment 
lor  the  1953-54  school  year  may  reach  550.  We  are  expecting 
to  operate  with  the  same  number  of  teachers  and  classrooms, 
for  one  more  year.  According  to  the  census  reports  an  enroll- 
ment of  600  may  be  expected  before  the  close  of  the  1950's.  A 
few  more  high  school  pupils  from  other  towns  can  be  served, 
since  some  increase  in  teacher  pupil  load  is  possible.  This  will 
help  to  maintain  a  broad  courlse  offering  at  no  undue  expense 
for  each  pupil  and  will  benefit  all  children  accordingly. 

Improvements  and  Repairs 

As  the  contractors  moved  out  in  September,  our  pupils 
moved  into  the  new  addition  and  shop.  There  are  still  a  few 
minor  details  to  be  completed.  The  four  new  rooms  and  the  new 
shop  provide  much  needed  space.  A  little  more  time  was  really 
needed  in  the  fall,  and  some  more  equipment  would  contribute 
to  smooth  operations.  We  still  lack  cloak  racks  and  book  cases 
in  the  new  portion  and  are  trying!  to  devise  the  most  economical 
and  convenient  installation.  The  shop  had  no  lights  and  all 
the  equipment  had  to  be  moved  from  the  old  shop.  Through 
cooperation  of  faculty  members  and  shop  boys,  this  was  done 
at  practically  no  cost.  A  minimum  of  wiring  has  been  installed. 
With  the  completion  of  wiring  and  the  purchase  of  some  addi- 
tional equipment,  our  shop  facilities  will  approach  the  ideal. 

The  new  oil  burner  installation  is  supplying  adequate  heat 
to  all  parts  of  the  high  school.  The  cost  of  fuel  is  greater,  but 
cannot  be  fairly  compared  with  coal  coists  in  the  past.  It  is 
heating  a  greatly  increased  volume  of  space,  supplying  more 
even  heat,  offsetting  the  cost  of  additional  janitor  work  and 
saving  the  former  coal  bin  for  much  needed  storage  space.  Of 
course,  the  heatingl  plant  for  the  new  shop  increasete  the  con- 
sumption of  fuel,  too. 
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Nearly  all  of  a  list  of  repairs  has  been  completed.  Mr. 
Ames,  Mr.  Tuttle  and  the  shop  boys  have  stretched  our  appro- 
priations. Perhaps  quicker  results  could  have  been  obtained  by 
hiring  outside  contractors,  but  the  money  available  probably 
would  not  have  nearly  covered  the  list  of  essential  repairs. 

Our  high  school  building  is  now  10  years  old.  The  other 
two  buildings  have  reached  the  point  where  continuous  annual 
repair's  are  necessary.  It  is  unwise  to  put  off  needed  repairs 
expecting  costs  to  reduce.  I  recommend  spending  reasonable 
amounts  annually  to  keep  our  equipment  and  buildings  in  the 
best  condition  possible. 

Finances 

All  of  our  citizens  should  study  the  tables  of  statistics,  ex- 
penses and  income  carefully.  School  people  everywhere  are 
aware  of  sharply  increasing  costs.  Larger  enrollments,  addi- 
tions to  buildings,  renovation  of  old  buildings,  scarcity  of  teach- 
ers and  the  increasing  awareness  of  their  worth,  all  these  fac- 
tors combine  with  the  inflated  dollar  to  cause  greater  demands 
on  the  taxpayers.  Though  people  are  earning  more  than  ever, 
our  major  source  of  tax  money,  real  estate,  is  not  increasing 
proportionately.  It  costs  very  little  more  to  have  good  schools. 
I  submit  that  it  does  not  pay  to  wield  the  axe  of  so-called  econ- 
omy too  vigorously  without  carefully  considering  long-term 
values.  Though  your  school  officials  take  pride  in  providing 
education  at  somewhat  less  than  state  average  costs,  we  do  not 
look  forward  to  doing  so  for  long  if  it  means  poor  quality  educa- 
tion for  your  children. 

It  appears  now  that  the  total  expenditures  for  1952-53  will 
not  exceed  the  appropriation  though  cost  of  operating:  our  build- 
ings is  more  than  anticipated.  We  are  striving  to  realize  savings 
in  other  classifications  of  our  total  appropriation,  to  balance 
these  increases.  A  loss  of  revenue  is  almost  a  certainty  since 
the  number  of  high  school  tuition  pupils  was  over  estimated  by 
10.  We  hope  to  reduce  our  expenditures  so  that  a  deficiency 
appropriation  of  $1,000  will  cover  this  loss  of  income. 

The  budget  for  1953-54  as  approved  by  the  school  board  is 
a  request  for  funds  for  minimum  needs.  The  total,  including 
special  articles,  requires  an  increase  of  around  2%,  conserva- 
tive indeed  in  comparison  with  increases  currently  published 
by  other  school  districts. 


I  feel  that  your  school  officers  and  personnel  are  working 
earnestly  and  conscientiously  to  promote  good  schools.  Con- 
fidence, good  will,  and  a  healthy  spirit  of  cooperation  will  help 
us  to  go  forward.  The  loyalty  of  our  staff,  your  kindness,  and 
encouragement  are  deeply  appreciated  by  me.

PART  IV  AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  AND 

SPECIAL  REPORTS 

(a)  Report  of  the  Principal 

The  opening  of  school  in  September  was  briefly  delayed  to 
allow  the  completion  of  the  new  addition.  The  moving  of  the 
shop  from  its  old  quarters  to  the  new  shop  building!  was  accom- 
plished in  the  first  three  days  of  school.  This  was  done  by  the 
industrial  arts  student  undesr  the  direction  of  their  new  in- 
structor, Mr.  Ackerman.  On  the  second  day  of  school,  the  old 
shop  room  was  being  used  as  a  lunch  room.  The  wiring  of  the 
new  shop  and  the  setting  up  of  machines  and  arranging  of  tools 
have  been  projects  which  has  kept  many  of  the  boys  busy  dur- 
ing the  fall.  Additionally,  I  would  like  to  point  out  at  this  time, 
that  many  student  volunteers  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  their 
time  from  free  periods  and  after  school  to  do  many  jobs  con- 
nected with  the  re-arranging  of  facilities  and  the  construction 
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of  new  ones.  The  custodian  was  assisted  by  students  in  cleaning 
and  painting  the  boiler  room  and  coal  storage  room.  This  pro 
ject  was  made  possible  by  the  installation  of  an  oil  burner. 

Before  the  annoyance  or  parents  became  too  great  over 
the  daily  putting)  up  of  cold  lunches,  a  new  kitchen  was  rushed 
.o  completion.  This  kitchen  is  in  the  old  shop  room.  This  work 
included  the  thorough  cleaning  and  sealing  of  the  cement  floor, 
painting  the  walls  and  window  frames,  the  hanging  of  colorful 
drapes  at  the  windows,  moving  of  all  the  equipment,  including 
heavy  equipment  from  the  second  floor  home  economics  room,  to 
the  new  kitchen,  the  building  of  a  partition  across  the  whole 
room,  the  construction  of  serving  counters,  the  installation  of 
a  gas  line,  re-wiring,  etc.  All  this  work  was  done  by  shop  boys  as 
a  part  of  their  class  work.  The  materials  for  partitions  and 
counters  were  purchased  from  the  profits  of  the  Coke  machine. 
In  doing  this  work  ourselves,  several  hundreds  of  dollars  .were 
saved  for  the  town.  Additionally,  new  lunch  room  tables  were 
built  by  the  shop  boys  and  all  tables  were  repainted. 

We  now  have  facilities  for  serving!  175  persons  at  a  setting. 
These  new  facilities  relieve  the  difficult  situation  that  existed 
previously.  Both  the  home  economics  department  and  the  hot- 
lunch  kitchen  were  in  the  same  room.  Working  in  these  extreme- 
ly crowded  quarters  was  almost  impossible  for  the  home  economic 
class  and  the  lunch  room  workers. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  our  two  very  fine  cooks,  Mrs. 
Swanson  and  her  assistant,  Mrs.  Buatti,  are  serving  us  excellent 
meals.  Mrs,  Hamilton  has  general  supervision  of  the  lunch  pro- 
gram with  Miss  Fitzgerald,  one  of  our  commercial  teachers, 
assisting  with  the  bookkeeping.  In  passing,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  in  June  we  will  have  served 
approximately  30,000  meals  in  our  new  lunch  room. 

One  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments  of  the  fall  was 
the  student  elections.  These  elections  were  a  direct  out  growth 
of  the  various  social  science  classes,  especially  the  work  being 
done  by  the  Seniors.  The  elections  were  patterned  after  the 
national  elections  as  closely  as  possible.  They  were  complete 
with  two  political  parties,  two  conventions,  campaigning  by 
party  nominees,  and  final  voting  by  the  student  body  usin^ 
ballots  and  check  lists.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  greater 
and  more  accurate  understanding  of  many  of  the  phases  of  our 
democratic  procedures  were  learned  by  our  Students. 

One  of  the  very  encouraging  things  to  happen  this  fall  has 
been  the  re  organization  and  revitalization  of  the  Parent- 
Teacher's  Association.  The  greatly  increased  interest  and  at- 
tendance as  shown  by  this  group  bodes  well  for  the  welfare  of 
our  children.  The  reception  and  supper  sponsored  by  this  group 
were  most  appreciated  by  all  the  teachers. 
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The  problem  of  financially  supporting  our  varsity  athletics 
is  yearly  becomingi  a  more  difficult  problem.  In  the  fall  the  en- 
tire student  body  conducts  a  magazine  sales  campaign,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  go  to  the  Athletic  Fund.  The  only  other  source 
of  revenue  is  from  admission  to  basketball  games.  From  these 
two  sources  we  must  support  the  varsity  cross  country  team, 
the  varsity  boy's  and  girl's  basketball  teams,  the  varsity  ski 
team,  and  the  varsity  baseball  team.  The  expenses  of  operating 
any  given  team  have  increased  each  year.  At  a  number  of 
basketball  games,  there  have  been  more  adults  from  the  town 
of  the  visiting  team  than  from  Pittsfield.  At  the  time  of  writing, 
it  is  very  doubtful  whether  or  not  there  will  be  sufficient  fund;? 
to  carry  through  the  1953  baseball  schedule. 

The  curriculm  of  the  school  remains  essentially  the  same. 
There  are  a  gratifying  number  of  students  who  are  taking 
definite  courses  of  study  with  their  future  courses  of  action 
fairly  well  determined.  A  large  number  of  the  class  of  1953  are 
headed  for  post-secondary  training  with  many  admissions  to 
colleges  already  completed.  From  all  indications,  student  mor- 
ale has  been  high  and  there  is  promise  of  a  very  happy  and 
outstanding  year. 

With  the  addition  of  fourteen  new  members  to  a  fifteen 
member  staff,  there  were  many  minor  problems  to  be  met  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year.  Most  of  these  problems  were 
solved  in  short  order  through  the  work  and  cooperation  of 
students  and  staff.  Additionally,  the  patience  and  understanding 
of  parents  and  townspeople  is  deeply  appreciated.  The  staff  of 
your  school  is  devoted  to  the  task  o  fhelping  your  children  to 
develop,  to  mature,  and  to  get  the  education  they  so  richly 
deserve.

(b)     School  Health 
Report  of  School  Nurse 

The  general  condition  of  health  among  school  children 
seems  much  improved  in  the  last  year  or  two,  and  we  do  believe 
a  great  deal  of  this  is  due  to  the  hot  lunch  program  and  physical 
education.  We  have  had  very  few  contagious  diseases  this  year. 
The  condition  o  fthe  children's  teeth  is  much  improved.  We  are 
pleased  to  notice  the  dental  work  that  is  being  done  among 
high  school  children.  Our  good  dentist,  Dr.  Carpenter,  is  busy 
with  the  dental  clinic  in  the  lower  grades.  We  need  to  continue 
this  clinic  in  the  year's  that  follow  as  there  is  always  a  need  for 
dental  work. 

We  had  our  annual  preschool  and  immunization  clinic  spon- 
sored by  the  State  Board  of  Health  Nurse,  assisted  by  our  local 
doctors  and  Dr.  Whittier  of  Concord,  fifty-one  attending.  The 
tuberculosis  skin  test  was  given  to  one  hundred  thirty-two 
children  through  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Association  and  under 
the  supervision  of  their  nurse.  Six  reacted  and  were  X-rayed. 
Most  of  the  children  with  defective  vision  have  had  corrections 
made.  We  do  greatly  appreciate  the  help  given  us  through  the 
Red  Cross,  Rotary,  Women  of  the  Rotary,  Salvation  Army,  and 
other  organizations.  We  want  to  thank  parents,  teachers  and 
school  officials  for  their  kind  cooperation  with  the  school  health 
program.

(c)  Drake  Field  Report  for  Summer  of  1952

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
district  on  the  6th  day  of  March,  1953  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the 
evening  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  chosse  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treaurcr  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees,  in  re- 
lative to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
equalization  fund  together  with  other  income,  the  school  board 
to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised 
by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000  for  landscaping  and  roadwork  about  the  high 
school  and  new  addition. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000  to  increase  insurance  coverage  on  our  school 
buildings  and  contents. 

11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $900  for  fence  running  about  350  feet  on 
the  south  side  of  the  grammar  school  playgtround  to  protect
